How To Be A Preferred 
Borrower At The Bank

It is true that I am a banker, and there¬ 
fore mightily prejudiced about the value of 
banks. Nevertheless, stay with me as I get into 
a banking subject. You just can’t speak of 
money for very long before canning to the 
subject, because understanding Of his bank 
and banker is a vital part of everyone's per¬ 
sonal financial success. 

For instance, have you ever considered the 
advantages of becoming a preferred borrower 
at the bank? In our credit economy, I think 
there is no other single advantage that can 
mean so much to your personal economics. 

How do you become such a preferred bor¬ 
rower? There are four basic rules, each de¬ 
manding, but simple. 

■ One, you must have steady employment 
with an established firm. Or you must be a 
professional man, or have your own business.

State Vote on Pollution Control 


(Illinois Department of 
Business and Economic 
Development) 

A campaign is being organ¬ 
ized to inform Illinois voters of 
the need for a statewide pro¬ 
gram of pollution control and 
water resources development 
and management. 

Governor Otto Kemer sig¬ 
nalled the start of the promo¬ 
tion drive when he approved 
legislation authorizing a refer¬ 
endum on a $1 billion bond 
issue to finance the comprehen¬ 
sive program. 

He signed the measure at a 
ceremony attended by repre¬ 
sentatives of civic organizations 
active in the subject areas 
covered by the proposed pro¬ 
gram. 

Adding momentum to the 
task of forming the campaign 
'was the appointment of a citi¬ 
zens committee chairman. 
Rutherford Chairman 

William L. Rutherford, Ad¬ 
ministrative vice-president of 
the Forest Park Foundation of 
Peoria, was chosen to head a 
citizens committee that will 
seek to enlist support for the 
program of air and water pollu¬ 
tion control, recreation develop¬ 
ment, flood control, water sup¬ 
ply and water management. 

: A lawyer by profession, 
Rutherford has directed a land 
acquisition program for the 
foundation that has resulted in 
nearly 12,000 acres of open 
space being made available in 
the three-county Peoria metro¬ 
politan area. 

Rutherford, 52, is chairman 
of the Illinois State Council on 
Aging and a member of the 
Illinois Board of Vocational 
Education and Rehabilitation 
and other local and civic 
groups. He is the co-founder of 
both a rehabilitation institute 
and a center for arts and sci¬ 
ences in Peoria. 

November 1968 Vote 

The bond issue question will 
be put to a vote at the Nov. 5, 
''1968, general election in Illi¬ 
nois. 

Approval of the referendum 
will require that the dumber of 
persons voting in favor of the 
bond issue must constitute a 
majority of the number of per¬ 
sons voting for candidates for 
the General Assembly. 


If 5,000,000 persons vote for 
legislative candidates, for ex¬ 
ample, 2,500,001 or more per¬ 
sons would have to vote “yes” 
on the bond issue to pass it. 

The total of the votes for and 
against the bond issue will 
have no bearing on determin¬ 
ing how many votes constitute 
a majority needed for passage. 

Water Resource Plan 

If approved, it would provide 
the funds to implement major 
recommendations in the exten¬ 
sive report, "Water for Illinois 
—A Plan for Action.” 

The plan, the first of its kind 
In Illinois, was prepared over 
a three-year period by the 
Technical Advisory Committee 
on Water Resources headed by 
Gene H. Graves, director of the 
Department of Business and 
Economic Development. 

It suggests a 12-year “action” 
program and projects needs 
and demands to the year 2020. 

Allocation of Funds 

Funds from Jbe bond issue 
would be allocated as follows: 

Water pollution control, $400 
million; adr pollution control, 
$50 million; recreation, $200 
million; flood control, $100 mil¬ 
lion; water supply, $150 mlil- 
lion; and water management, 
$100 minion. 

A total of $350 million for 
loans to local governments and

distributed In grants to local 
governments and $350 million 
would go for state expenses in 
areas of recreation, flood con¬ 
trol and water management. 

The latter two sums would 
help generate several hundred 
million dollars more in federal 
aid. 

In signing the legislation, 
which was supported by both 
political parties in the state 
legislature. Governor Kemer 
said, “Water and air are the 
primary sources of our lives, 
wealth and enjoyment, protect¬ 
ing these life-giving resources 
is one of the most pressing 
challenges of modem society. 

“We have the motivation, the 
obligation and the skills. 

"Now we need the support of 
the people who hold the future 
of Illinois in their hands.”

School Droupout Rate Being Reduced, 
Further Decrease Will Be Necessary 

More than ever, the U. S. needs trained, 
educated people to continue the nation's prog¬ 
ress and to take responsible places in society. 
For this reason, increasing attention is being 
given to the two million aged I 6-2 I who drop¬ 
ped out of school before earning high school di¬ 
plomas; nearly a fourth of them are 'out of 
work and most of the rest have jobs with lim¬ 
ited futures. 

Gains are being made, nationally and lo¬ 
cally. The dropout rate fell from 25% in I960 
to 18% in 1966; two million more people are 
working and one million more are in high 
school and college than the population increase 
of the last three years accounts for. Programs 
are underway in all three Quad-City school dis¬ 
tricts to enable people to obtain equivalent 
eighth grade and twelfth grade education and 
to acquire a wide variety of other skills. 

But 18% is too high a level to accept in 
this period of “knowledge explosion" and 
technological breakthrough. At the current 
dropout rate, by 1975 there would be 32 mil¬ 
lion adults in the labor force without high 
school training—without sufficient qualifica¬ 
tions for most of the jobs available then. 

The support and effort of all citizens will 
be needed to reduce the number of future 
victims of ignorance, deprivation and poverty. 

Youngsters who have already dropped 
out of school need to be counseled and guided 
into training enabling them to develop skills 
for the work currently available. For those on 
the verge of leaving school to earn money to 
support their families or buy necessities for 
themselves, action by businesses in the form of 
part-time jobs is valuable. 

Each citizen can serve his country by 
helping to insure that tomorrow's workers and 
leaders are educated today. 


Current UF Drive Hinges on All 
Giving—and on All Giving Enough 

Industrial employees and others have giv¬ 
en the current United Fund drive a big boost 
with their contributions, but the overall cam¬ 
paign total is lagging behind the pace of a year 
ago and the progress that had been projected 
for this year. 

The meaning is clear. In order for the

The United Fund deserves top priority. 
None can rest until 100%—$384,000—has 
been raised. 

Clarify Federal Budgeting Process 

Clearer federal budgeting, as, recommend¬ 
ed by a commission last week, is long overdue 
and should be incorporated into the yearly pro¬ 
posal which President Johnson will submit to 
Congress in January. 

Three somewhat contradictory budgets 
are currently used-administrative, consolidat¬ 

ed cash and national income accounts. Net re¬ 
sult is a lack of understandable and complete 
information for the public regarding how much 
is being spent on what. 

The government should comprehensively 
report income and outgo in all funds, including 
highways and Social Security, and utilize an ac¬ 
crual basis—when payments are due rather than 
when they are made. In this way. financial"gim- 
mickry" can be curtailed and a sharper spot¬ 
light focused on actions and proposals affect¬ 
ing the pocketbook of every American. 

Brighter Business District Lighting 

The decision to install downtown Granite 
City lights twice as bright as the present street 
lighting is a sound move. Communities carrying 
out such improvements have found them well 
worth the cost in terms of greater safety and 
attractiveness, and this has been borne out by 
the new lighting along Nameoki road.

What is the nature of the learning process? 

How, precisely, does one human teach another? 

What functions can a machine perform better than a human? 

Learn at Individual Pace 

How do we organize schools and classrooms to make it pos¬ 
sible for every student to learn at his own pace? 

More basically, we may come even to question the notion 
of the school as a physical place. 

Do we heed buildings devoted to education alone, or can a stu¬ 
dent learn as well in his own home, provided he has the proper 
learning equipment? 

Every nation has used its schools mainly to transmit the heri¬ 
tage of the past. 

Such a process is valid and useful when the pace of change 
between generations and centuries is slow. 

Swift Change In Data, Skills 

But it must be questioned in our time, when the information 
that a student acquires in undergraduate physics may be obso¬ 
lete by the time he finishes his master's degree ... or when the 
job that a vocational student trained for in 1980 no longer exists 
in 1985. 

From certain points of view, our world has changed much 
more since 1940 than it did from the time of Caesar to that of 
Napoleon. 

To fit his students for useful life in a world neither of them can 
adequately envision, the educator—in cooperation with a host of 
specialists of every description—must produce reasonably ac¬ 
curate “maps” of a country he has never seen and may never 
inhabit. 

The result of his groping for the shape of tomorrow may look 
something like the school program described in the accompany¬ 
ing article, “1997.”

Jonnny Brooke, eight years old, is a student in Iowa 
Public Education Concenter 417. To his parents’ consterna¬ 
tion. Johnny’s “classes” at Concenter 417 apparently consist 
only of him. 

The pupils frequently do gather In groups, for seminar¬ 
like discussions; for visits to museums, the zoo, the sym¬ 
phony, the supermarket, the monorail station; for phyical 
education; for public speaking; for meetings of the Junior 
Astronauts Club Johnny belongs to; and for a variety of other 
activties. 

And rehearsals of his choral group seem to be conducted 
in much the same way as the school classrooms his grand¬ 
mother described to him from her girlhood in Harlem—ex¬ 
cept that she attended school only with other Negro pupils. 

But for the most part the children meet with their teach¬ 
ers individually. 

In addition to the “regular” teachers, there are some 
rather unusual people on the instructional staff. Johnny’s 
favorites last year were a concert violinist and a furniture 
designer, and this year is a retired sea captain. 

Johnny knows where Brazil is and what Sao Paulo looks 
like because he signaled his learning console to project films 
that would show him, but it was his conversations with the 
sea captain that moved Johnny to ask the console about 
Brazil in the first place. 

The learning console at which Johnny spends much of 
his time in Concenter 417 appears to be an enclosed desk 
with a television set and a typewriter built into K. 

He starts his lesson by inserting his aluminum identifi¬ 
cation plate into the console demand-slot. Within a few sec¬ 
onds, the screen projects a problem in mathematics. 

Johnny recognizes It: be had the same problem at the end 
of yesterday’s lesson. He picks up his electronic stylus and 
writes the answer on his response siatp; this resembles an 


old-fashioned square of blackboard except that it has several 
hundred thousand tiny pores that receive Impulses from the 
stylus and translate handwriting to machine language. 

A voice from the speaker in the console congratulates 
Johnny on getting the right answer, then urges “Now try this 
one” as the screen projects a new problem. 

If he gets a wrong answer, the screen projects the same 
kind of problem a different way; if Johnny gets three wrong 
in a row, a soft tone rings in Betty Raschke’s lapel alarm 
and brings her Into his console. 

Dr. Raschke, the concenter monitor. Isn’t the only person 
keeping track of Johnny’s progress. His console and concen¬ 
ter—like all the other concenters around the Davenport metro¬ 
politan area, more numerous than neighborhood heliports— 
are connected to the Educational Resource Center downtown. 

There, the record of Johnny’s progress that has been tab¬ 
ulated by computers is combed by a team of psychologists, 
programmers, expert teachers of everything from arithmetic 
to zoology, remedial specialists, and guidance counselors. 

Neither Johnny nor anyone else knows what grade he’s in. 
As quickly as he masters one “learning unit,’’ his pro¬ 
grammed courses offer more difficult material. 

He proceeds at his own pace, neither holding back other 
students on subjects he finds difficult nor being slowed down 
by them on subjects in which he excels. 

Johnny rides to Concenter 417 each morning with his 
sister, Fran, who is 19 and hopes to be a surgeon. She takes 
her course work In the morning, on a console one floor above 
Johnny’s, but goes to a medical center in the afternoon for 
laboratory work. 

The Brooke family has two learning consoles at home. 

Fran uses hers in the evening to ask the Educational Re¬ 
source Center for help on her calculus or literature research 
papers. 

When her father is in an ambitious mood, he picks up the 
program guide and dials either Elementary Japanese Con¬ 
versation or Advanced Econometrics. He hasn’t yet decided 
whether to accept a a promotion that would require moving to 
his firm’s Kyoto branch, but if he does, he'll be ready. 

Mrs. Brooke has decided, and three afternoons a week 
she dials Oriental Cuisine and watches it on her kitchen ex¬ 
tension screen. 

In Johnny’s world, education never stops; learning is a 
year-round, life-long process. 


and winter sports. 

Mrs. Johnson, because of her 
position, was able to focus 
wider attention on this con¬ 
cept "There is no secret in 
this land,” she said at one point 
in her swift tour, “that many of 
our cities are beset with prob¬ 
lems that breed crime—bad 
housii^, rats, pollution, con 
gested traffic and streetside 
boredom, perhaps the most 
dangerous of all.”

fiming of Tax Return Processing 


(Internal Revenue Service) 

Q—I have paid my tax bill 
but I just got another bill for 
it anyway. What should I do? 

A—Return the bill with the 
notation that you have already 
paid it. Give the date the pay¬ 
ment was made and the office 
to which it was sent ito help 
identify your payment. 

The computer system used 
for the processing of -tax re¬ 
turns operates on a sequential 
or step-by-step basis. Informa¬ 
tion can only be fed into the 
system at the beginning and 
not at any particular stage in 
the processing cycle. 

In your case, this could 
mean that the data on your tax 
payment had not reached the 
stage where tells are issued 
before it was time for a re¬ 
minder notice to be sent to you. 


Q—What’s the provision of 
the law that allows a deduction 
for losses suffered as a result 
of street disorders? 

A—Losses stemming from 
riots are handled under the 
same provisions as those pro¬ 
viding tax relief for casualty 
and theft losses. If a personal 
property loss qualifies under 
.these provisions, that part of 
the loss exceeding $100 may be 
deducted. Qualifying business 
property losses are deductible 
in full. 

A casualty is defined as the 
complete or partial destruction 
of property resulting from an 
identifiable event of a sudden, 
unexpected nature. Losses re¬ 
sulting from hurricanes, torna¬ 
does, floods, storms and fires 
as well as from civil disturb¬ 
ances qualify under this provi¬ 
sion. 

For more details, send a 
postcard to your IRS district 
director and ask for a copy of 
Document No. 5174, “Disasters, 
Casualties and Thefts.” 


Q—Where can I get a copy 
of an estimated tax declara¬ 
tion? 

A—Send a postcard to your 
district director asking for a 
copy of Form 1040ES.

ment on estimated tax pay 
ments is due Jan. 15. A tai 
payer amending his declaration 
or filing an estimated form for 
-the first time should also do 
■this by Jan. 15. 

Q—I’ve been supporting my 
uncle for some years. Will I 
lose my deduction for him if 
he goes into a rest home? 

A—A close relative does n< 
have to be a member of your 
household to qualify as your 
dependent. As tong as other 
tests are met, you will still 
be able to claim your uncle s 
a dependent even though he no , 
longer lives with you. 

Care of Neighbor’s Child 

Q—I take care of my neigh 
bor's child while she works. Do 
I have to pay tax on what she 
pays me? 

A—The money £ou receive 
for this should be added to 
your other income for the year 
If your gross income from this 
and other sources amounts t 
$600 or more, then you mui 
■file a return. ^ 

If you file a joint return with 
your husbhnd then this income 
must be reported even when it 
is under $600. 

If net income from taking 
care of your neighbor's child 
totals $400 or more you also 
may be liable for a self 
employment tax. Be sure to 
check this when you add up 
your Income for the year. 

Expenses of Salesmen 

Q—I’m a salesman and had 
to buy a car to cover my route 
Can I deduct this cost when I 
file my return? 

A—No. However, you may 
deduct 10 cents for every mile 
you used the car on your job up 
to 15,000 miles. If your mileage 
exceeds that, additional miles 
traveled on business may be 
deducted at seven cents a mile. 
Tolls, parking and similar 
items are also-deductible. 

Instead of this method of 
deducting your business travel 
expenses, you may figure the 
actual operating costs of your 
car for the year. This would in¬ 
clude depreciation, gas and oil, 
insurance, repairs and other 
operating costs. 


Moon a Meteor? Theory Shattered By Finding of Basaltic Rock There 


(American Chemical Society) 
In past years, there was no 
better way to start an argu¬ 
ment among scientists than to 
mention the moon; at scientific 
meetings, in seminars, on home 
grounds, and in “enemy” la¬ 
boratories, they’ve argued, of¬ 
ten bitterly, about the origin of 
the moon. 

There were three possible 
conclusions: (1) the moan Is 
a chunk of the earth, prob¬ 
ably from the basin that 
formed the Pacific, tom 
away by some catciysmic 
event; (2) the moon is a 
primitive body from outer 
space, captured by the 
earth’s gravitation field; or 
(3) die moon was formed by 
the same event that formed 
the earth. Each theory had 
its supporting facts and 
strong counterarguments. 

One way to ease the pressure 
of the argument was to answer 


one question: What is the chem¬ 
ical composition of the moon? 

Is it like a piece of the earth? 
Or is it totally different, per¬ 
haps similar to meteorites? 

The composition of meteorites 
is believed to be primitive, 
meaning that they have . not 
melted or changed the distribu¬ 
tion of their chemical elements 
since the solar system was 
formed. 

Some scientists, notably No¬ 
bel Laureate Harold Urey of 
the University of California at 
San Diego, had strong emotions 
favoring a primitive moon sim¬ 
ilar to meteorites. 

If the moon Is primitive. Dr. 
Urey and others argued, then 
it would be a perfect uncon¬ 
taminated laboratory for look¬ 
ing at the very origins of our 
solar system, perhaps the uni¬ 
verse. That hppe has now. been 


Surveyor Five mission of the 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory, a 
gold-plated device—invented by 
University of Chicago chemist 
Anthony Turkevlch for detect¬ 
ing kinds and amounts of ele¬ 
ments—reported that the piece 
of the moon it looked at was 
basalt, a volcanic rock made, 
principally of oxygen, silicon, 
magnesium, and alumftum. 

Iceland, the Hawaiian Is¬ 
lands, and the Palisades on the 
Hudson river are basaltic. 

Because basalt is volcanic, 
formed from a hot melt, the 
moon must have melted. 

It is not a primitive body; 
its composition and geology 
are much like those of the 
earth. 

The similarity provides 
crushing evidence that the 
moon was born out of the 
earth or formed by the same 


Planted on the moon by the There’s no doubt that the 


Surveyor Five analysis of the 
surface of the moon was a fan¬ 
tastic achievement. A scientist 
present at the announcement 
called It “one of the great 
achievements of mankind.” Ne¬ 
vertheless, the results that Sur¬ 
veyor Five sent home were a 
disappoinment to some scien¬ 
tists. 

Of course, man will learn a 
great deal from this and future 
lunar explorations. 

He will learn more about how 
the mountains and valleys of 
his own planet were formed, 
how granite and other types of 
rock were created and, possibly 
why the earth has a magnetic 
field and the moon doesn’t. 

He will be able to collect me¬ 
teorites on the moon, uncon¬ 
taminated by a trip through the 
earth’s atmosphere. 

. But for some people, like Dr. 
Urey, things just won't be the

Little Lost Time 
On GC Steel's 
Expansion Jobs 

Granite City Steel Co. recent¬ 
ly completed one of the largest 
private construction programs 
in the history of the two-state 
area with virtually no lost time 
because of building trade union 
jurisdictional or other disputes, 
Lyle F. Gulley, executive vice- 
president announced here Fri¬ 
day. 

Approximately 1300 building 
trade workers, representing 15 
different unions, were em¬ 
ployed on the construction pro¬ 
gram at its peak. More than 
4,030,000 man-hours were in¬ 
volved in the 2% years of con¬ 
struction and, Gulley said, the 
hours lost to jurisdictional dis¬ 
putes amounted to less than 
three thousandths of one per 
cent of the total worked. 

Twenty-nine business agents 
and representatives of con¬ 
struction unions toured the new 
facilities Friday afternoon. This 
is the first outside group to 
tour Granite City Steel since 
the completion of the moderni¬ 
zation and expansion program, 
which included building a new 
basic oxygen furnace plant, a 
giant computerized hot strip 
mill and a modem continuous 
galvanizing line. 

"The extremely small amount 
of lost time on the construction 
program is an excellent exam¬ 
ple of how mutual understand¬ 
ing and cooperation between 
building trade unions and busi¬ 
ness can work for the benefit 
of both and for the entire St. 
Louis area,” Gulley said. “It 
is this type of progressive spirit 
that will help tremendously in 
attracting new business and In¬ 
dustry and the new construc¬ 
tion jobs that go with them,” 
he said. 

Gulley is a member of the 
General committee of the 
newly-formed Labor and Man¬ 
agement Plan. The puipose of. 
the LAMP organization is to 
improve the labor-management 
climate dn the area.

fin carpeting is ease of care. 
You just vacuum the kitchen 
floor or use a damp sponge to 
wipe up most spots—no "scrub¬ 
bing.” It is soil- and stain-re¬ 
sistant—essential qualities in a 
kitchen or utility area. It has 
low static buildup, is mildew- 
proof and has the lowest water- 
absorbency level of all fibers. 

Olefin is a strong fiber that 
has the ability to “take it’’ in 
alt sorts of wear and weather. 
But unless the pile density is 
high, olefin carpets may show 
wear patterns more rapidly 1 
than wool carpets. 

The fiber’s low melting point 
has not been a serious factor, 
particularly inside a house. 
And although a cigarette will 
melt the fiber, the fabric will 
no flame. 

It would take a textile chem-, 
ist to describe olefin complete¬ 
ly, but it originates from a 
petroleum product. 

When olefin first came into 
the textile world, it was used 
primarily for seatcovers for 
automobiles and outdoor furni¬ 
ture, in marine ropes,' shoe 
fabrics, belts and handbags.
